REVOLUTIONISTS 
DEFEATED 


A WAR BARGE SUNK BY THE 


GOVERNMENT GUNS. 


BOTH SIDES LOST HEAVILY 


GOVERNMENT RECAPTURES 


FEW VESSELS. 


New York, Nov. 2.—A dispatch to 


the Herald from Panama, Colombia, 
says: 


A Frnech steamer arriving 
at 


Colon has brought further official de- 
tails of the important naval engage- 
ment between the government forces 
and the revolutionists on the Magda- 
lena river at Puerta Nacconal, on Oc- 
tober 24. 


The government forces were on the 


armored steamers Hercules and Co- 
lombia, which were well fitted up and 
armed for war purposes. The rebels 
had several river boats which they 
had seized, but the vessels were not 
armored in any way and were wholly 
unprovided with fighting facilities. 


The battle lasted more than four 


hours, and the fighting was very se- 
vere. 


The revolutionists fought like he- 


roes, but the odds against them were 
too great and they were finally forced 
to yield. 


The Colombia's machinery was dis- 


abled after the first shot had been 
fired. The rebels on the powerful 
dredge 
Cristobal Colon were just 


about to board the disabled steamer 
in the middle of the river when the 
Hercules steamed up the river and 
shot at 
close quarters from 
her 


Hotchkiss gun, sunk the dredge with 
all on board. 
More than 300 men 


were killed or drowned in the des- 
perate battle. 
Most of them were 


from Liaranguilla. 


All accounts agree that the affair 


was diiastrous to the revolutionists, 
though the government's loss was 
very heavy. 


The steamers Ellena, Cisneros, Bar- 


anquilla and Elbers were recaptured 
by the government's forces and 
towed down the river in an almost 
worthless condition from the effects 
of the heavy flre poured into them for 
four hours. 


One of the prominent rebel leaders 


in the engagement was Col. Eusta- 
chio Navarro. Gen. Diago De Castro, 
on the government's side, was badly 
wounded in the right eye. 


Headquarters of the rebels have 


now been established in Sabanslargo. 


The revolutionists' purpose is to 


again try to control the Magdelaua 
river, but government troops on the 
steamers Samper and Manuela Ay- 
cardi are actively watching 
their 


movements and seeking to prevent 
their success. 


Between Buenaventura and Bogota 


the land wires are interrupted, and 
nothing is known of what is going 
on in the interior departments, but it 
is believed the state affairs is serious. 


The steamer Labogot has arrived 


with 100 recruits to reinforce the Co- 
lombian regiment here. 


General Serria left on the Boyace 


for a cruise along the coast and to 
ports in the department. 


Gen. Belizerio Lozeda has again as- 


sumed command of the forces here. 


Panama continues quiet and there 


is no fear whatever of disturbances 
in this section of the republic.

Kingston, Jamaica, Nov. 2.—The 


government of Costa Rica has defi- 
nitely refused to surrender Ruther- 
ford, the man charged with the mur- 
der of the American citizen Archer, 
unless the British government guar- 
antees not to inflict capital punish- 
ment, to which the government can- 
not accede, thus closing the case so 
far As Jamaica is concerned. 


CASTRO IS SUPREME. 


Caracas, Venezuela, Nov. 2.—Gen- 


eral Castro, leader of the revolution 
in Venezuela, has formally blockaded 
Porto Cabello, the only port not oc- 
cupied by Ctstro's forces, with two 
cruisers. Commerce with that port 
has been stopped. Castro has won 
two victories over Herandea and the 
former's government is becoming 
well established.

officially declares that it has no in- 
formation of further engagement at 
Ladysmith or of a British victory, 
as reported in New York. 


ARTILLERY 
DUEL STILL ON. 


London, Nov. 2.-The war office 


this afternoon issued the following 
dispatch: 


"Chief of Staff, Ladysmith, to War 


Secretary:—Ladysmith, Nov. 2.— 
Lieutenant Egerton, of H. M. S. 
Powerful, dangerously wounded this 
morning by a shell, left knee and 
right foot. 
Life not in danger at 


present." 


It was inferred from this dispatch 


that the artillery duel between the 
Boers and British 
continues, as 


Lieutenant Egerton was a gunnery 
lieutenant with the big naval guns. 


MONDAY'S LOSSES. 


London, Nov. 2.—A special dis- 


patch from Ladysmith says twenty 
British 
dead 
and 
one hundred 


wounded have been counted on the 
scene of Monday's disaster, while 
870 prisoners were sent to Pretoria. 


DUNDEE CASUALTIES. 


London, Nov. 2.—Another list of 


casualties at Dundee was issued by 
the war office today. 
It 
gives 


eighty-two 
non-commissioned 
offi- 


cers and men of the Dublin fusiliers 
missing, indicating that the Boers 
captured as many of the fusiliers as 
they did hussars. 


WHITE HOLDING OUT. 


London, Nov. 2.—The war office 


las received a telegram, dispatched 
from Ladysmith at 0:25 this morn- 
ing, saying that General White was 
well and holding his position. 


KIMBERLEY HEMMED IN. 


Hope Town, Colony, Nov. 2.—Mag- 


istrate 
Harmsworth 
has 
arrived 


From Klipdam and reports that there 
are six thousand Boers around Kim- 
berley and that all the roads are 
strictly patrolled. 


He says he passed close enough to 


Kimberley to see the searchlights 
and was informed that the defenders 
of B^mberlev were satisfied they 
could hold out, but were wearied 
with the inactivity and hoped that; 
a relieving force would soon arrive.

ANXIETY NOT RELIEVED. 


London, Nov. 2.—-The brevity of 


the news received from Ladysmith 
since Tuesday night has not reliev- 
ed the anxiety prevailing regarding 
the position of the British army at 
Ladysmith. 
The war office has no 


information of Major General Buller, 
the British commander in South 
Africa, having left Cape Town. 


Colonso, in the rear of General 


White's forces, is believed to be well 
defended by a competent naval and 
military corps, and if it is, two 
naval twelve-pounders mounted near 
the bridge over the Tugela, one of 
the most vulnerable points along 
the railroad 
from Ladysmith to 


Pietermaritzburg, ought to be able 
to defend it and prevent its de- 
struction. 


BRIDGE IS VITAL. 


If the Boers succeed in destroying 


this bridge it would mean the in 
terruption of railroad communica- 
tion with Ladysmith for an indefi- 
nite period. 
While the Boer at 


teaiyta 1» this direction are not con- 
flraed, it U claimed that they nay 
be f*j*et*d'»w*wt»ry, ud ta« 


ported steady shelling of Ladysmith, 
it is added, points to the intention 
of the Boer commander to keep Gen- 
eral White occupied while their 
strategy is carried out. 


The only information received this 


morning from the seat of war, in 
addition to the relief dispatch from, 
General White saying he was well 
and holding his position, were the 
lists of casualties. 


An official telegram reporting the 


condition of the wounded at Kim- 
berley, adds that Colonel Kekewitch, 
the British commander there, has 
learned from various sources that 
the Boer losses on trie occasion of 
the late sorties of the British troops 
from Kimberley were very heavy. 


APPRECIATE SYMPATHY. 


The newspapers heie continue to 


express keen pleasure at the sym- 
pathy of the United States. The St. 
James Gazette says: 


'Few more 
graceful 
examples 


could be immagined of the courteous 
spirit of American sympathy with 
this country which has so often been 
evident of late, than the project of 
the American ladies' hospital ship, 
which will probably be fitted out 
with many of those American nurses 
whose 
services were 
so 
highly 


valued during the Cuban war. This 
is the first example of a hospital 
ship provided by a nation which is 
at peace for another during the 
stress of war, and the widespread 
and generous response to its ap- 
peals, from both sides of the At- 
lantic, show how warmly the merci- 
ful idea is accepted by the citizens 
in both countries."

One Square Unfinished on Baker 


Street—Board of Works Meets 


This Evening. 


Contractor C. E. Moellering was 


seen at the office of the 
board of 


works this morning by a Sentinel 
reporter and asked as to the progress 
of work on the streets which he is 
paiing. He said that the brick was 
clown on Baker street from Calhoun 
to Ewing, leaving one square only 
to be laid. The bad weather today 
made it necessaiy to take a lay-off, 
but with drier weather and no frost 
the street can be finished in two 


^s. 
"Do you intend to finish Fourth 


and Wayne streets this year?" asked 
the reporter. 


"Yes, sir," was the reply. "This 


weather will not last long and we 


ll be able to put a larger force to 


work on the streets hereafter and 
lush matters. 
We are now ready 


to lay the concrete on the east end of 
Fourth street and the asphalt block 
is here and some of it unloaded for 
Wayne street. The latter street can 
be completed in a hurry, as it doesn't 
require much grading and the found- 
ation, except in the gutters, is there 
already." 


With good weather and no frost 


the board of works will not object to 
work on the streets continuing, but 
it has been frequently stated by 
mcmberi of the board that no con- 
crete can be laid when there is big 
frosts. 


BOARD OF WORKS. 


The board of works will hold its 


regular meeting tonight. 
City At- 


torney Shambaugh will submit his 
opinion in the Hayden street matter, 
but the board does not contemplate 
trying immediate action. The mat- 
tu- of vacating Virginia street will 
probably come up for action and the 
resolution will pass. 
Mr. Bass is 


desirous of beginning work as soon 
as possible on the addition to his 
foundry. Residents in the neighbor- 
hood of the foundry have petitioned 
the board to transform an alley near 
by into a street, but as this will also 
interfere with the plans for the ad- 
dition to the foundry, it is not antici- 
pated that the petition will be favor 
<ibly considered. 


EXTEND WATER WORKS. 


The water works trustees are pre- 


paring to extend the water mains on 
West Wayne street through College 
Place Improvement 
addition.

Telegraphs the Vice President That 


He Must Have Faith—The Noted 


Patient Better. 


Patteison, N. J., Nov. 2. -The con- 


dition of Viee President Garrett A. 
Hobart was unchanged this morning. 
At 7:30 o'clock it was announced at 
his home, Can oil Hall, that he had 
slept throughout the ui^ht without 
awa^emng and that he was still 
asleep. At that hour none of the 
membeis of the family were up. One 
of the nurses said that Mr. Hobart's 
pulse during the night had been reg- 
ular and that he appeared to be gain- 
ing some strength. 


Di. Newton, the attending physi- 


cian, spent the night in the Hobart 
house but was not called upon after 
11 o'clock last night. Mrs. Hobart 
retired early, as the strain upon her 
has been great during the last two 
weks, and the nurses were the only 
ones who sat at the bedside of the 
vice president all night. 


The first telegram received at the 


Hobart house this morning arived at 
7 o'clock, and was from President 
McKinley. It was addressed to Mr. 
Hobart, and read as follows: 


"Pleased to hear that your condi- 


tion is improved. Mrs. McKinley 
joins with me in sending love. 


"William McKinley." 


Other telegrams were received from 


members of the Hobart family in dif- 
ferent cities and business and politi- 
cal friends. The first morning mail 
brought a mass of matter from all 
parts of the country. The following 
message came late last night from 
Franz Schlaater, the "divine healer." 
It read: 


"Kokomo Ind.—Mr. Hobart: 
I 


can cure you if you have faith." 


The telegram did not, of course, 


reach ether Mr. or Mrs. Hobart, and 
was unanswered. 


Dr. Newton gave out the followng 


bulletin at 10 a. m.: 


"The vice president spent a good 


night. He slept well from 9 p. m. to 
7 a. m. He took a little nourishment 
this morning and is comfortable." 


At 1 o'clock Vice President Hobart 


was reported to be resting comfort- 
ably. 
Another telegram was re- 


ceived from President McKinley to- 
day. It expressed sympathy for Mr. 
Hobart and the family, and also said 
the president was much cheered by 
the late bulletins. 


New Yoik, Nov. 2.—A special to 


the Herald from Washington says: 


Vice President Hobart's announce- 


ment, through the members of his 
family, of his retirement from public 
life, will make it necessary for the 
republican national convention to 
ihoose another running mate for 
President McKinley, should the lat- 
:er be nominated next year. It will 
also necessitate the choice of a presi- 
dent pro tern for the senate to preside 
over its deliberations until a new 
vice president takes office. Republi- 
can politicians are practically agreed 
that Mr. Hobart's successor on the 
republican ticket next year 
must 


come from New York state. Senator 
Platt was in the city today and it is 
understood that candidates were dis- 
cussed. 


If Governor Roosevelt had not so 


slearly indicated his disinclination to 
iccept the second place on the ticket, 
he would be an important factor in 
he speculations as to the candidates. 
His nomination is regarded, how- 


iver, as being practically out of the 
question, and the two men most dis- 
cussed are .Secretary Root and Gen. 
Frederick Grant. 
Senator Frye, of Maine, was the 
iresident pro tern in the last con- 
gress, and he will without doubt be 
e-elected for the new congress, and 
will be the real presiding officer of 
he senate until March 4, 1B01.

A WAR BARGE SUNK BY THE

BOTH SIDES LOST HEAVILY 


GOVERNMENT RECAPTURES 


FEW VESSELS. 


New York, Nov. 2.—A dispatch to 


the Herald from Panama, Colombia, 
says: 


A Frnech steamer arriving 
at 


Colon has brought further official de- 
tails of the important naval engage- 
ment between the government forces 
nnd the revolutionists on the Magda- 
lena river at Puerta Nacconal, on Oc- 
tober 24. 


The government forces were on the 


armored steamers Hercules and co- 
lombia, which were well fitted up and 
armed for war purposes. The rebels 
had several river boats which they 
had seized, but the vessels were not 
armored in any way and were wholly 
unprovided with, fighting facilities. 


The battle lasted more than four 


hours, and the fighting was very se- 
vere. 


The revolutionist* fought like he- 


roes, but the odds against them were 
too great and they were finally forced 
to yield. 


The Colombia's machinery was dis- 


abled after the first shot had b«en 
fired. 
* The . rebels on the powerful 


dredge 
Cristobal Colon were just 


about to board the disabled steamer 
in the middle of the river when the 
Hercules steamed up the river and 
shot at 
close quarters from 
her 


Hotchklss gun, sunk the dredge with 
•11 on board. 
More than 300 men 


were killed or drowned in the des- 
perate battle, 
Most of them were 


from Llaranguilla. 


All accounts agree that the affair 


w» disastrous to the revolutionists, 
though the government's loss was 
very heavy. 


The steamers Ellena, Cisneros, Bar- 


anquilla and libers were recaptured 
by the government's forces and 
towed down the river in an almost 
worthies! condition from the effects 
of the heavy flre poured into them for 
four hours. 


One of the prominent rebel leaders 


in the engagement was Col. Eusta- 
chio Navarro. Gen. Dlago De Castro, 
on the government's side, was badly 
wounded in the right eye. 


Headquarters of the rebels have 


now been established in Sabanslargo. 


The revolutionists' purpose is to 


again try to control the Hagdelana 
river, but government troops on the
